How Colepel SCercoran was Taken 
Prisoner. 

There have been so many versions of the 
manner in which Col. Corcoran fell idto the 
hands of the rebels at the battle of Bali Rua, 
that we give below his own version of the 
affair, in a letter to Capt. Kirker: 

“I know you will regret to hear of my be- 
ing bere a prisoner of war, The circum. 
stabces copnected with the affair are 
told. My regiment was a e ed during 
herd-contested figtit oa the 21st alt, 
lett. the field with the thanks of Gea. Me- 
Doweil for their services. 1 brought them off 
in admirable order, and formed a square, to 
defend agalist the ‘cavalry, who were advanc. 
ing. I moved in the square until reaching a 
wood, having to pass through a defile, aad 

oyer an broken ground. I tad to marcy 
by untill reacbed the road, where we 
got mixed up with two otner " regiments 


| whick were retiring in disorder. 1 sova or- 


dered a balt to connect opr line, and scarcely 
bad the command been given when the cav- 
alry of the enemy were seen advancieg, and 
immediately the other regiments weat over 
the rail fevce and mine with tiem. I die 
mounted (my horse being wounded,) and fol- 
lowed into the Geid, twok the colors, aad 
called out to rally around it 

“My voice was drowned amld the roar of 
cavalry carbines and the discharge of artillery; 
consequently only two officers, Capt. Melvar 
and Licat.

Toe 
cavalry surrounded us at a smali house which 
I was about to use as a mcans of defense, and 
meade prisoners of my little band.
